Destructive Fire at the Crystal Palacci 

[From ttio I-Oudon Times, Iicc. 31.J 

Yesterday an alatniing tite broke out at the 
Crystal 'Palaoa, tbreateolDg at oae time the 
desirnclibn of the cotirn fabric. The hre 

was discovered iu llio iiorlhorn Iraiicept, but 
where esacilj and liow it oriyinniLd aro not 
at pieaent, known. The prevailing opmion 
IB that il was in eome way attributable to the 
overheating of the flues employed in heating 
the Tropical Departmsnt. ft was flrst obs 
served about two o'clock in the aflernoon, 
and a gentleman residing in the neighborhood 
is B'lid 10 have litard ii .-lii;hl ^'Xplotiion as he 
passed the niirthtrn end ot ilie buildii;!: iiIjoui 
that time. This attracted liis attention, and 
presently alterwarda liu s;i\v siiiulsc and ilame. 
He immediately gave an ahitm, but by that 
time the men on duty in ttie Palace had 
become aware of the fire, and were doing 
their best vo cope with it aDd to summon as- 
sistance. Tlie alarm was flashed by tele- 
graph to the heai;quarlt.-r,s o( the Metropoli- 
tan Fire Brigade in Wailing street, city, and 
Captain Shaw, with seven powerful engines 
and all the men whom bo could collect, was 
soon on his way to the scene, other members 
ot tho Bri<;ade following, until at leni:;th 
nearly 100 of them Lad reaclud the ^pol. 
The alarm was received at Watlii';^ slieet lU 
20 minutes past thr e. In the ine.uiinr i: an 
engine from Croydon and auoilier Irutn Ulup- 
ham, wbieb were the firjt to arrive, did good 
servico in controlling the fire, until the su- 
perior lorcc, with all tho mce.-^pary means 
and appliances, under tliu ilireciioii of Ciipt. 
Shaw, reiichud the ?pul and was bioiigfil 
into action. FDrtunately, tlieir operaiiuiiH 
were nut in the least delayetl or iiii|ieaed by 
any lack ol water, the numerous b>diants iu 
the Paluee and the iooDtains outside being 
readily available. Fortunately, also, tho 
wind, which was from Ihe s utiiwest, blew 
the flames away fnin the main body of the 
lobt.c, and coiiliued them very inueh to the

Ono traveler said ' the lad'ii inudu made u 
plant upon Teppel which provoked the 
jealousy of the Queen.' But whether they 
devoured her or what was her fate, is not so 
f,ir as we know wriiteii Tho fanner gave 
lip all idea of fanning lor Iho King, unci llie 
olher.s who had been promised lile ])onKiona 
unil hoini'3 in tho royal palace, were p'.U no 
ralions of two yams a d.iy, per head, and 
that disgusted ihem with the African civili- 
zation. 

But (ho king waxed strong, fot and rich 
in the Alrieaii way. His income has been 
eatininled at 870 01)0 per aniiuni. Ho once 
lost his throne, having blown out tlio brains 
ol one ol his wives, und raircd a family 
quarrel thereby. He regained the nominal 
sovereignly, but fur some time past it bus 
only been nominal, tbe government being In 
llie hands of lour nobles as regents. "The 
iiadera on the coast live in old hulks, off 
shote, and never trust thoiiiselves on tho land 
at night. Uealing with them in all !l.o pro- 
ducts of the coast has made King Peppel of 
Huiiiiy a map of mark in the world, so that 
his death is announced by telegraph, und 
Ihat is tbe end ol bim. There is this impor- 
tance in the history of this man, that ho was 
an African, having some inlelligenco, long 
resident in Eii!.;land, wealthy, and with every 
induceinenl and every opportunity to receive 
lor Iniiifell and to carry lo his own counlry- 
iiien tho bles.sings ol civilization, who delib- 
erately rejected the opportunity, and lived 
und died Id a mud hovel, iiadiog his highest 
pleasures in the vile lile and habits ot his 
original barbarism. — Am. paj)cr.

TUE RED RIVEft COUNTRT. 

AN AMERICAN OPINION OF ITS 
VALUJi. 



The importance and value of tho Redllivcr 
country,i:.to tbe proposed iftN.ortb',,: American 
Confederation will be understood on per- 
nskl of '^tbe'following-Ietter -^addressed to tbo 
U. S. Secretary of the Treasury by a lain 
explorer : 

'Phe eastern Piedmont of tho E icky moun- 
tains, the source of the Suskaichewuu, has 
bcQn/recenlly visited; by Pallisser, Hector 
Miiron.oud oihtr tonrlsis, who confirm the 

glowing desuription of the earliest cvplorer, 
Du Sujet, the devoted Calholio iiiissiuiiary ol 
the Indians of Oregon. His ■ Oregon Aliss- 
ioos ' is a publication of inucli interest, cou- 
sisting of letters to bis superiors ; and a por- 
tion of this volume narrates his explorations 
and adventures in tbe Saskatchewan valleys 
of tho Rocky mountains. In September, 
1845, ho lelt tbo soureu of tbe Columbia 
liver in latiliido oO dog. and crnssud ihi.- 
iloeky moiiiitiiiiiH, desoondiug their easiei 11 
slope in latitude 5!^. He entered on the 
18ih of September, a lich valley, ugreealjly 
diversified with tneudowii, forests and iake.'<, 
tbe latter abounding in salmon trout." This 
was a mountain valley,, however, and it wu« 
not till three days ufterwaids thai he leached 
Bow river, on tbe iSoutti fork of thu Saskat- 
chewau. 'I'l-enco he continued northward 
noticing sulpbuious fountains and eoal on 
ilie Red Doer, a bratieli of tho Bow river. 
Dt>ceudiog the valley of thu Red Deer, which 
is also described in very glow.ing terms at 
length he emerged upon what he dccribed as 
"the vast plain — the oci>an of jirairies." 
On the evening of tho same day, tlio nii.-s 
iidiary nuehed and v;us hospiiubly reeeived 
at the Uiieky Mouotaiii House, latitude 53 
dog. and Iciigitude 115 deg, and on the Slst 
ol October started for unotber journey on the 
plains ; but after two weeks' absence, was 1 
compelled to seek refuge from the approach | 
ol winter (then the middle of Novetnbjr) at 
Edmonton House, on the Upper Saskatcb."- 
wan. From this shelter ho thus writes in 
uencral terms : Tbe antire region in the 
vicinity of the eosicrn chain of Ihe Itorl-" 
mountains, fcrviiig as their base lor thirty or 
sixty mi'os, is extremely fertile abounding 
in forests plains, prairies, lakt.s, streams, and 
mineral springs. Tho rivcr.s nnJ strearna are 
innumerable, und on every side oiler .silua- 
lions favorable for the consti uctioii of mills. 
The notthern and southern branches of the 
Saskatchewan water Ibe district I have tra- 
versed for a distance of about ibreo hundred 
miles. I'orc.-'ts of pirio cypr.jss tliorn, po|)lar 
and a.spon trees as well as otheis of diilerent 
kinds, occupy u laro.o poition of it, covering 
the declivities ol the mountain and bank.-) 
of the rivers. These originally take iheir 
rise in tbe highest chain whence they issue 
in every direction like so many veins. Tbo 
beds and sides of these rivers are pebbly and 
their course rapid, but us they rcceile fruiii 
the inounluins they widen uiui their eurreuts 
luso something of their inipetuosity . Their 
waters are usually very clear. Tho couutry 
would be Capable of supporting tbe produc- 
tion ol barley, corn, potatoes, and beuus, 
which grow here as well as in tho more 
t0.iihern eount'ie?. 

Aro lliese va.sl and innunierablo fitilds of 
hay lotover dealinid to bo consumed by fire 
or perish in the autumnal snows 7 How long 
shall these superb forests he tho haunts ol 
wild ■ boasts ■? And ih. so inoxhnustirile 
quarries, these abundant mines of coal, lead, 
sulphur, iron, copper, und saiipeire — can it 
be that they are doomed to rcmaiu forevtir 
inactive ? Not so. The day will como 
when some laboring hand will give them 
value ; strong, active, and enterprising people 
are destined to tl!f this spacious void. Tbo 
wild beasts will, ere lone, give place to our 
domesiiu aniiiiiiU ; fijcks and herds will 
graza ill the beautilul medows that border 
ibo nuuilierless mountains, hills, valleys, and 
plains of this cxieiisivo reiiion. 

Twenty years later, in 1865, tho American 
Territory of Montana adjoics thb region 
which excited tbe eolhuaiasra of Do Smet. 
Its population of 2.5 000, to bo increased 
daring 18GG to 50.()00 have been drawn to 
die sources of the iNlissouri by diccoverie-s of 
gold and silver mines close 10 the internat- 
ional border, and rumors of gulches and 
ledges in tho Saskatchewan district, yielding 
even greater prizes of the prospeeitr, are 
already rife, and will soon precipiiate " a 
strong, active, and enterprisioi; people" into
